The  13  deaths  under  1  year  were  all  legitimate  infants  save  1  female  who 
was  one  of  7  female  and  2  male  infants  who  diod  under  4  weeks  of  age:-

The  only  other  death  in  the  nonage  was  that  of  a  boy  aged  4  years, 
drowned  in  a  water  tank.

As  in  last  year’s  report  the  deaths  have  been  classified  to  conform  with 
implementation  of  the  World  Health  Organisation  Nomenclature  Regulations, 
1948  --  these  regulations  being  set  out  on  pages  371-376  of  the  International 
Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases,  Injuries  and  Causes  of  Death,  1948.

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From  the  foregoing  and  subsequent  pages  the  following.,  inter  alia, will 
be  noted:  - 

During  1953  the  population  decreased  by  2,600  persons,  or  10<>4/£  -  this, 
however,  does  not  indicate  a  rapidly  changing  civilian  population. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses,  4?455?  represents  an  average  of  one  house 
for  5»0  persons  throughout  the  District. 

The  total  number  of  Council  Houses  provided,  569?  is  approximately  13%  of 
the  total  houses  in  the  District  and  renresents  25*4  Council  houses 
provided  per  1000  population. 

The  Pre-War  Council  houses  totalling  266  represented  11.9  Council  houses 
per  1000  population. 

The  303  Post-War  houses  provided  represented  13*5  houses  per  1000 
population. 

The  Council  houses  completed  during  1953  totalling  42,  represented  1.9 
Council  houses  per  1000  population. 

The  Rateable  Value  has  reached  a  new  high  figure  of  £73? 410,  as  has  the 
sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate,  £290.  These  figures  when  compared  with 
the  1936-1945  Decade  Average  of  £48,059  and  £196  respectively,  indicate 
a  considerable  change  in  the  financial  position  of  the  District  and  also 
explains  how  the  Council  is  helped  to  meet  the  great  demands  made  upon  it 
by  its  Housing,  Water  and  Sewerage  Programmes. 

The  Live  Births  reached  a  new  record  high  figure  during  1953?  totalling 
419?  which  is  a  Crude  Birth  Rate  of  18. 7  and  a  Corrected  Birth  Rate  of 
31  * 8  per  1000  population.  Included  in  these  419  births  were  19  illegit¬ 
imate  births;  which  is  less  than  one  per  1000  population. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  (174)  was  20  more  than  in  the  previous  year  and 
the  Crude  Death  Rate  therefore  rose  from  6.2  to  7*8  per  1000  but  was 
still  well  below  the  11.4  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  as  also  v/as  our 
Corrected  Death  Rate  of  10.7* 

Of  the  13  deaths  of  infants  under  a  year  it  will  be  noted  that  all  but 
4  occurred  within  the  first  four  days  of  life  -  it  will  also  be  noted 
that  no  other  person  died  under  the  age  of  21  years  save  one  boy  four 
years  old,  who  was  accidentally  drowned. 

Recorded  in  the  Causes  of  Death  Table  are  two  Tuberculosis  (Respiratory) 
and  one  Tuberculosis  (Other)  deaths.  It  is  also  recorded  that  67  persons 
remained  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end  of  1953?  a  rate  of 
3.0  persons  per  1000  population,  of  which  51  (2.3:)  per  1000  population) 
were  Pulmonary,  and  16  to.7  per  1000  population)  were  Non-Pulmonary. 

The  only  other  Infectious  Disease  deaths  (apart  from  Pneumonia)  recorded 
were  those  of  a  one  month  old  girl  from  Meningococcal  Septicaemia  and  a 
75  year  old  man  from  Infective  Hepatitis  -  this  despite  the  fact  that 
322  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year  and  the  total  number 
of  infectious  disease  cases  notified  was  512. 

There  is  still  a  most  distressing  and  quite  often  unnecessary  loss  of 
useful  lives  through  accidental  causes  -  Road  Traffic  Accidents  in  1953 
killed  men  aged  31?  32,  33?  44  and  63  and  on^  lady  aged  57?  who  were 
residents  of  our  District. 

Once  again  the  excellent  facilities  now  available  to  our  residents  at  the 
Nev.market  General  Hospital  should  be  noted  with  great  satisfaction. 

The  number  of  houses  with  a  piped  water  supply  throughout  the  District 
increased  by  172  during  1953  so  that  83^  of  the  houses  throughout  the 
Rural  District  had  a  piped  water  supply  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  analysis  reports  were  very  satisfactory  on 
all  the  public  water  supplies  -  none  of  which  showed  any  indication  of 
Plumbo  solvency. 

759  houses  ( 171 %  of  the  total  number  of  inhabited  houses)  had  their  drains 
connected  and  discharging  into  modern  sev^age  disposal  works  by  the  end  of 
1953. 

It  is  hoped  that  permission  will  speedily  be  obtained  to  allow  sewage 
works  to  be  provided  for  the  parishes  of  Mildenhall  and  Lakenheath, 
where  the  need  is  indeed  urgent. 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  extended  so  that  each  parish  has  a 
twice  monthly  collection  save  at  Mildenhall,  Brandon  and  Lakenheath 
where  the  collection  is  weekly. 

Waste  paper  and  other  materials  salvaged  showed  an  appreciable  increase 
in  amount,  if  not  in  value,  during  1953*

GENERAL  PRO VI sToTTOP  "HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES.  The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory, Tennis 
Court  Road,  Cambridge,  under  the  directorship  of  Dr. R.M. Pry, provides  an 
excellent  "bacteriological  service  and  most  readily  discusses  and  advises  on 
any  epidemiological  or  similar  problem. 

Dr • S.Greenburgh, Public  Analyst, Teni son  Road, Cambridge,  gives  a  similar, 
efficient,  helpful  service  when  chemical  analyses  are  required. 

(b)  AMBULAN CE  FACILITIES.  The  agency  with  the  Suffolk  Branch  of  the  Red 
Cross  Society  terminated  at  the  request  of  the  Society  in  July  1953c  The 
services  subsequently  have  beon  provided  directly  by  the  County  Council  unde:* 
the  direction  of  Dr.D.A. McCracken, the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  District  Nurse- 
Midwives  carry  out  these  duties.

It  is  very  gratifying  to  noto  that  in  this  rural  area  over  Q3%  of  all 
houses  have  a  piped  supply  within  their  own  curtilage. 
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The  number  of  houses  supplied  in  each  parish  and  the  comparable  number 
supplied  in  1951  and  1952  are  shown  in  the  table  below. 

It  will  be  noted  that  an  additional  15^  houses  were  supplied  with  a 
public  supply  during  1953  and  an  additional  1 5  from  private  suppliesc

The  decreases  recorded  in  the  number  of  houses  with  a  piped  water  supply 
in  the  parishes  of  Brandon*  Freckenham  with  Red  Lodge*  and  Higham  are 
explained  by  factors  including  demolition  of  houses*  conversion  of  two  or 
more  houses  into  one*  demolition  of  hutments  and  disuse  of  caravan  sites  and 
revision  of  Rate  Book. 

Reports  by  Dr.  Greenburgh,  the  Public  Analyst*  on  chemical  analyses 
carried  out  on  the  piped  water  supplies  are  on  the  following  page. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS . 

Eighty-eight  samples  were  taken  from  the  Council’s  mains  at  various 
points  for  bacteriological  examination  and  of  this  number  86  were  satis¬ 
factory.  Nine  samples  were  taken  from  four  private  sources*  three  of  which 
were,  unsatisfactory,,  In  one  case  two  following  samples  showed  satisfactory 
results.  In  the  other  two  cases  a  supply  from  the  mains  was  substituted,, 

EXTENSION  TO  PLANT  AND  V/ORKS. 

During  1953  Ministerial  approval  was  given  which  will  allow  the  Council 
to  supply  the  houses  in  the  Dunstall  Green  area  of  Dalham  from  pipes  laid  by 
our  Council  taking  the  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Clare  R.D.C.  at  the 
boundary. 

In  the  middle  of  the  year  consent  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the 
750,000  gallon  reservoir  at  Codson  Hill*  referred  to  in  my  last  report*  the 
work  was  put  in  hand  at  once  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  this  had  been  so  far 
advanced  that  preparations  were  being  made  for  covering  in.  In  the  meantime, 
the  9"  main  to  an  adjoining  Airfield*  also  referred  to,  had  already  been  laid 
and  the  necessary  Booster  Station  completed*  the  cost  of  which  is  being  bourne 
by  the  Air  Ministry,  Consent  was  also  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  to  replace  the  existing  9*000  gallon  per  hour  pump  with 
20,000  gallon  per  hour  installation*  also  mentioned*  but  owing  to  the 
manufacturers’  difficulties  this  had  not  been  delivered  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  proposals  for  the  extension  of  the  Brandon  Waterworks,  mentioned  in 
my  last  report,  consisting  of  a  new  here  hole  and  increased  storage  capacity., 
are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government® 


It  is  understood  the  Department  have  not  given  approval  on  the  grounds 


that  the  proposals  were  not  necessary  at  the  present  time0 

The  Waterworks  Superintendent  has  pointed  out  that  it  might  he  necessary 
in  the  summer  to  restrict  the  hours  during  which  a  supply  was  available  if 
the  present  consumption  of  water  increased  proportionately^. 

The  large  number  of  new  houses  built  in  Brandon  and.  the  operation  of  the 
new  public  sewage  system  has  meant  that  the  consumption  of  water  has  greatly 
increased  -  an  increase  which  will  be  even  more  marked  with  the  completion 
of  the  sewer  in  High  Street  and  Station  Roado  The  erection  of  additional 
houses  by  the  Swaffham  R.D.C.  in  the  parish  of  Weeting  will  result  in  an 
increased  demand*

At  Brandon  steady  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  new  bridge, 
The  length  of  sewer  in  Station  Road  between  the  Railway  Crossing  and  the 
river  was  completed  and  the  laterals  laid.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  start 
had  been  made  on  that  part  situated  in  High  Street,  south  of  the  river 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Pumping  Station,  North  of  the  river,  will  be 
nearing  completion  by  the  end  of  1954*.  This  will  complete  the  second  part 
of  uhe  scheme.  The  third  part  consisting  of  the  Mile  End  area,  lower 
London  Road  and  part  of  To wn  Street jfs_poefcponed  at  the  request  of  the 
Ministry  to  await  further  consideration. 

Plans  are  being  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  allow  the  new 
housing  sites  at  Mildenhall  and  Lakenheath  to  have  sewerage  provided  as 
part  of  the  proposed  comprehensive  schenes  which  are  eagerly  awaited  for 
these  parishes.  At  Moulton  8  new  Council  houses  were  completed  and 
connected  to  the  sewage  disposal  plant  on  the  Housing  Site. 

Cesspool  Clearances,,  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  892  cesspools 
on  the  C ouixC i  1 r s"  li s t  for  periodical  clearance  and  832  were  cleared  during 
the  past  year.  Of  this  number  272  clearances  were  made  without  charge 
under  the  Council's  scheme  for  this  work.  In  order  to  deal  with  an 
accumulation  of  delayed  clearances  it  was  found  necessary  to  enlist  the 
assistance  of  the  Thedwastre  R.D.C’s  machine  and  staff  on  9  occasions, 
covering  a  period  of  15  days  during  the  summer. 

2.  RIVERS  ,JH)  STREAMS.  These  remained  substantially  the  same  as  in  previous 

years, 

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  The  number  of  pail  closets  at  Mildenhall  and 
Lakenheath  remained  practically  the  same  until  December  when  it  was 
impossible  to  continue  the  clearance  of  closets  in  connection  with  60  house 
South  of  Broom  Road  Corner,  Lakenheath,  owing  to  the  illness  of  the 
contractor.  Fortunately  these  houses  all  have  large  gardens.  Temporary 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  closets  in  the  built-up  area  of  the  parish, 
to  be  dealt  with  by  the  cesspool  emptier  and  direct  labour.  Pail  closets  in 
the  parish  of  Brandon  have  been  further  reduced  through  conversion  and 
connections  to  sewers  and  the  number  on  the  Contractor’s  list  at  the  end  of 
the  year  has  been  brought  down  to  100.  Conversions  of  pail  closets

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  The  alterations  in  the  scheme,  as  indicated  in 
my  last  report,  were  put  into  operation  shortly  after  the  commencement  of 
the  year.  Two  vehicles  are  now  in  operation, giving  a  twice  monthly 
clearance  of  refuse  in  all  parishes  in  the  area  previously  having  a 
monthly  service.  Weekly  collections  are  made  at  Milaenhall,  Brandon  and 
Lakenheath  as  formerly.  Salvage  of  saleable  waste  is  combined  with  refuse 
collection  and  the  amount  of  material  sold  was  as  under 

Waste  Paper  -  32  tons,  an  increase  of  3  tons  on  1952.

(iv)  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES.  Thirty-one  shops  and  offices  were  inspected  during 
the  year"  In  one  case  it  was  found  necessary  to  take  Statutory  action  in 
respect  of  the  provision  of  washing  facilities. 

(v)  CAMPING-  SITES.  During  the  year  one  additional  site  was  licenced*  The 
total  number  of  licenced  sites  at  the  end  of  the  year  v/as  65,  providing 
accommodation  for  a  maximum  of  335  caravans.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
demand  for  accommodation  of  this  character  lessened  and  the  number  in  use 
fell  considerably.  Forty-five  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  continue  to  make  use  of  the  four  Ex-Army  and 
R.A.F.  Camps  at  Brandon,,  Mildenhall,  Freckenham  and  Tuddenham,  although  the 
policy  of  the  Council  is  to  re-house  the  occupiers  as  soon  as  practicable. 
During  the  year  it  was  possible  to  reduce  the  number  of  these  units  by 
demolition  of  five  hutments.

(vii)  SW I MMING-  BATH S »  There  are  no  swimming  baths  in  the  District. 

(viii)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS.  No  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  occurred 
in  the  District. 

(ix)  RAT  DESTRUCTION.  A  second  Rodent  Operator  was  appointed  early  in 

the  year  -  he  does  holiday  relief  duty  in  other  departments.  During  1953 
the  two  operators  treated  550  premises  at  which  2,449  bodies  were  recovered. 
The  main  poisons  used  were  Zinc  Phosphide,  Warfarin  and  Antu.  Arsenic 

and  Red  Squill  were  used  in  a  small  number  of  cases. 

(x)  LICENCED  PREMISES.  With  very  few  isolated  exceptions  every  licenced 
house  is  now  provided  with  a  washing  sink  and  piped  water  supply  adjacent 

to  the  public  rooms.  In  some  cases  hot  water  is  also  provided.  Most  of  the 
houses  have  been  provided  with  a  "centra],  service"  counter  which  has  the 
advantage  of  making  the  cleansing  facilities  readily  available  for  all 
sections. 

(xi)  THE  RAC  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING-  MATERIALS  ACT.  1951.  There  are  no 
premises  in  the  District  which  require  registration  or  licensing  under  the 
above  Act.
